Is opening hla address Profeasor 
Angus gave hla defuutlon of the term 
-International Paymaate" uying: 

-International payments re* pay¬ 
ment* tram oaa govammant- to another 
government, or from people in oos 
country to people In another. They 
have been mad* as long as natlnos 
have bssn sxlstant and will continue 
M long as nations exist. In principal 
tbara ahould b* no great difference 
between InternaUonal payments and 
Interstate or. lnterprovtaciel pay¬ 
ments, but they have become some¬ 
thing of a problem owing to their 
abnormal amount*. Thera are. how¬ 
ever certain peculiarities which 
It difficult. 

“Different countries have different 
monetary system* and different bank- 
lag system*, so that things which are 
legal tender for the discharge of debts 
In one country are not necessarily 
legal tender In another.’* 

He then explained the difference 
between domestic and foreign pay- 
menu, the change necessary from do¬ 
mestic currency to foreign money, 
showing th* rise and fall of rates. 

“If our currency la In grant demand 
the price of foreign currency falls, and 
visa versa." 

GOLD STANDARD PARITY 

In speaking of the gold standard. 
Professor Angus explained the term 
briefly: 

“The gold standard serves the pur¬ 
poses of establishing a parity b et we an 
different currencies. If an ounce of 
gold is worth SS 0 .ru in the American 
market and 030.671 in the Canadian 
market then an American and Can¬ 
adian dollar bill will be equal, pro¬ 
viding. of ooune. that we are con¬ 
sidering an article which Is traded 
freely between the two countries. It 
Is obvious then that a parity can b* 
established between the two countries, 
or any number of currencies. It each

I N COMMON WITH ALL THE OTHER 
Scrippa-Howard newspapers. The New York 
World-Telegram it directing a continual fire on 
President Hoover and Secretary Stun son. impressing 
upon them that the policy of inaction on the part of 
the United States with respect to the trouble in Man¬ 
churia "it as dangerous to American peace as it is 
dishonorable and futile.” The New York MW»- 
paper admits that the neighboring republic is not con¬ 
cerned with the local Manchurian quarrel; that it 
would not advocate a war to keep Japan out of Man¬ 
churia ; but in view of the fact that “the Kellogg 
Pact, in which Japan agreed to settle all disputes by 
peaceful means, is America’s treaty.” that " the Nine- 
Power Pacific Treaty, guaranteeing China's terri¬ 
torial and administrative integrity, is America's 
treaty," it contends that—for_ better or worse— 
“America is hr this mess up to hir neck." Then The 
World-Telegram gives its opinion of what President 
Hoover ought to have done: 

All that haa been neossaary at any time during 
the last nine weeks haa been an hottest and cour¬ 
ageous public statement by President Hoover to 
Japan, asserting: 

That America has no quarrel with legitimate 
Japanese Interests In Manchuria, but America can¬ 
not continue friendly relations with any nation any¬ 
where which wrecks American peace machinery: 
that unless Japan Immediately restores her right 
to respect as a treaty nation. By withdrawing her 
troops, America will break diplomatic relatione. 

No nation can afford to be outlawed by the 
United 8 tatea, the strongest nation In the world. 

OX all nations. Japan to-day knows she can least 
afford to be outlawed by the United States 

President Hoover can continue, by his hands- 
off policy and secret diplomacy, to encourage Japan's 
destruction of America's peace machinery. That 
way leads toward an eventual world tear—a war In 
which an Isolation policy can save us no more than 
It kept us out of the last World Wsr. Or Presi¬ 
dent Hoover can live up to American treaties. 

By outlawing Japan. If necessary. President 
Hoover can preserve the pesos treaties for our future 
security, regardless of what Japan does In Manchuria. 

By not following this course. The World-Tele- 
giam suggests that President Hoover has exposed him¬ 
self to the charge that he “has gone further than to 
violate the purpose of America's own treaties ... he 
has prevented effective League of Nations action and 
weakened all the League's peace machinery." Our 
contemporary frankly declares that while the Hoover- 
Sthnson policy consists of wanting peace, "it is not 
willing to embarrass Japan or to take definite action 
of any kind either alone or in co-operation with other 
neutral nations.” There is little doubt that a declar¬ 
ation from the United States, at which, by the way. 
M. Briand hinted, would have dampened the ardor of

Y^hen THE PREMIERS OF THE NINE

into the short time of thirty minutes the other night, 
urging the people of the Dominion to support the 
National Service Loan, they really did nobly. Small 
wonder that they are now being told—in the most 
friendly way, of course—that it is possible to talk 
directly to the point and yet say a good deal in a 
very short time. Each of these Premiers addressed 
the greatest single audience ever assembled in Canada 
—and the average length of each speech was leu 
than three minutes! Will not Parliament at Ottawa 
and the Legislatures of the provinces now cut the 
time and the cost of their annual deliberations by 
insisting that their members eliminate all the oratorical 
frills and stick right to the point > 

AT NANAIMO 

•TPHE FIRST DAY OF THE CONSERVA- 
A live party convention in Nanaimo did not pro¬ 
duce the big row which was predicted by some of 
the "malcontents" within the party. In fact, there 
•ever was much prospect that the gathering would 
develop a major party split, with the leadership on 
the bargain counter, notwithstanding the frequent vig¬ 
orous criticism of government policy by Mr. William 
Dick. M.P.P., and the report that he and some other 
Conservative members from Vancouver had sent to 
Premier Tolmie a declaration of independence. What¬ 
ever aspirants there may have been for the rather 
substantial Tolmie shoes appear to have lost their 
ent husi a sm in that direction, and we doubt if the 
Premier could get rid of hit Number Twelves to 
any of his followers if he wanted to. Even erstwhile 
rebels joined in cheering the leader yesterday, and 
when he offered to step down and out if the party 
desired it they demanded in clarion tones that he stay 
—and carry his heavy load up the hill. 

Naturally the convention heard the most-covered 
alibi that the financial condition of the government 
was due to the wickedneu of the Liberals, who. by 
the way, went out of office three years ago, although 
to the weary taxpayer the period teems much longer. 
The Liberals, the Premier claimed, left a legacy of 
$6,000,000 to clear up which their heirs, the unhappy 
Conservatives, proceeded to borrow several limes dial 
amount in their first two years of office. 

In the last three years then enterprising borrow- 
ing has added more than thirty millions to the debt, 
their financial record for the current year being 
appalling. Their borrowings for 1931-32 so far 
are $8,300,000 repayable in 1936; $4,000,000 re¬ 
payable in 1961; in October they refunded $2,- 
500.000, payable in New York by borrowing from 
the Bank of Commerce and paying exchange; the 
other day they refunded $3,000,000 due in Now 
York, by borrowing from the Dominion government 
and paying exchange; and they still owe the Bank 
of Co mm er ce some $9,000,000. 

Bat surely il was not necessary to engage in 
all that borrowing, now evidently well over $35.- 
000,000 in three years, to take care of the $6,000.- 
000 ■ arrears it it claimed the Liberals left behmd. 


Indeed, that liability ought to have been polished off 
in a Very short time at tbs rate this government has 
been going. Incidentally, are wonder if anybody will 
say the Liberals were responsible for the five million 
deficit we had last year, and the deficit we are to 
have this year. 

The present government began its dizzy course 
by enlarging the cabinet. Wo shall not be surprised 

to hear that owing to the fearful wickedness of the 
Liberals it was necessary for the Conservatives to in¬ 
crease the ministry to nine on salary and two without 
portfolio. Nobody has yet risen to blame the pur¬ 
chase of several million dollars of unnecessary road 
machinery by the Tolmie government on the MacLean 
administration, but we may expect to hear something 
of the kind from Mr. Twigg, or perhaps the Miniiter 
of Education, who the other night attacked his pre- 
decessors in office because some textbook in ^ie 
schools had a passage critical of Sir John Macdonald 
—a hideous piece of blasphemy, of course. 

Perhaps before the Nanaimo convention is over 
Mr. Pooley will charge former Attorney-General 
Maason with responsibility for the appointment of 
the thirty-thousand-dollar Liquor Board in place of 
Mr. Hugh Davidson at $12,000. This would have 
at least the merit of freshness and variety, and would 
be about as convincing as the general run of stock 
excuses offered from tune to time by the government’s 
supporters for its chequered financial administration. 

WHAT THE nOURE8 SHOW 

I NSTEAD OF GOING TO THE SOUTH OF 
France as he had intended. Premier Bennett will 
sail for Canada next Friday, and put in a few days’ 
work before Christmas. It is gratifying to know that 
his holiday, brief though it il, already-has improved 
his health. And it is to be hoped the improvement will 
be permanent, as he will return to a desk full of 
business that will require his immediate attention. 
How serious is that business, particularly as it relates 
to the financial condition of the country, is described 
by The Financial Post of Toronto. 

This well-known journal hints ominously at new 
taxation to make up for the large drop in revenue. 
Greater receipts from higher import duties have not 
materialized for the simple reason that the increased 
taxes have caused a substantial reduction in our pur¬ 
chases abroad. Income from these sources is down 
this year by no less than $18,000,000. Here is The 
Post’s summary:- 

Monthly returns show that federal revenues are 
going from bad to worse. In estimating hie revenue 
as a result of the ta a a tt o n increases of last Juno, 
Mr. Bennett hopelessly misjudged the situation. He 
believed the higher Maes would net him an addi¬ 
tional 97g.000.000 of revenue. As a matter of fact, 
the first seven months of the fiscal year ended 
October 91 last show a drop In revenue In compari¬ 
son with the corresponding period of 1030 of 938.- 
000.000. The customs receipts are down from 999,- 
000.000 to 904,0003)00. a drop ol 918.000.000 odd. 
The sales tax. which was Increased from 1 to 4 per 
cent. Is up only from 934.000.000 to 930.000.000. or 
90,000,000. This Is a most disappointing factor In 
the financial outlook of the government. The 
excise taxes are down from 931.000.000 to 930.000.- 
000. a lose of 97.000000. Miscellaneous revenue la 
down by 9300.000. and the government wilt take a 
loss of 94000.000 cm account of the holiday In rep¬ 
aration payments. The Income tax Is down from 
990.000000 to 990.000000. despite increased activity 
In collections. This drop of 918.000000 added to 
the others really shows a total loss of 939.000.000, 
but the reparation payments an not revenues, and 
may be omitted In any analysis of the present 
position. 

What this moans la that Mr. Bennett. .Instead 
of getting the 978.000000 Increased revenue, as he 
hoped, to going to get probably 980.000.000 less 
revenue than last year. And the major lore will 
occur on customs receipts. 

The necessity of a complete revision of the tax¬ 
ation structure Is quits obvious from these figures. 

It to clear that the customs tariff to rapidly ceasing 
to be the major source ol national Income. The 
Canada Pint policy to beginning to, take effect. In 
the past few weeks a dosea or more special dump 
duties have been Imposed. And officials of the 
Department or National Revenue state quite frank¬ 
ly that customs revenues will grow smaller with 
the passing of time. The drop In customs receipts 
to only In small part due to the prevailing depres¬ 
sion The real causa to that higher tariffs are ex¬ 
cluding Imports. 

The last sentence of The Post’s summary con¬ 
tains the glaring troth about our damaged business. 
No longer is Canada’s tariff for revenue secured by 
indirect taxation. The wall has been erected against 
unports, which means that the same wall effectively 
blocks our exports, and we are now facing increased 
direct taxation in order to furnish the revenue that 
previously came in in (he form of import duties. 

The people of Canada were told that the tariff 
policy which Mr. Bennett proposed would end un- 
employmcnt and put the country on a more solid 
foundation than ever before. Once again: “Ilse 
proof of the pudding is in the eating thereof.” The 
Financial Post has aet out the facts; they are con¬ 
firmed by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics: the 
National Service Loan of $150,000,000 is being 
floated!

Ralph Connor Writes 
Historical Romance of 
Canadians in War 
of 1812 

By PROFESSOR W T. ALLISON 

A YEAR or so ago Ralph Connor, wno may now 
be regarded as Western Canada’s dean of 
novelists, struck out a new sphere of Influence 
and entertained by writing “The Runner." e ro¬ 
mance of the war of 1813, In which be gave par¬ 
ticular attention to the heroic defenoe of this 
country by Oeneral Brock and hla small force of 
soldiers In *hs Niagara district. Owing to the 
fact that the author had access to an important 
collection of original documents In possession of 
a Buffalo friend, he was eble to employ In his 
narrative much information that 1 * not to be 
found in either Canadian or American histories 
of the war. Even the Canadian school boy of 
to-day wonder* wpjf l* *ae that Hull and other 
American generals, who bad far' greater resources 
in men and munitions than our leaders, mads 
such a bad showing. Ralph Connor told tbs 
reason why In "The Runner." and his disclosures 
were almost sensational. Naturally his story had 
a big sals both in Canada and tha United States. 

GOVERNOR CRAIO AN AUTOCRAT 

A companion volume to "The Runner." entitled 
"The Rock and the River." la now to hand, in 
which Ralph Connor relates the share which the 
Prench-Canadlans had In the honor of saving 
Canada for the British Crown In that dasperate 
and prolongsd struggle of over a century ago. In 
thla narrative he hss stuck strictly to fact as 
far aa tha political background and battles are 
concerned, and his readers will gain a clearer con¬ 
ception of the war than they ever derived from 
school histories. Incidentally they will realize 
aa never before bow generously the people of 
Quebec province supported their compatriots of 
Upper Canada with men and money In repelling 
the invader. And their co-operation was all the 
more commendable because, aa our author shows 
in thla story, tha Governor of Canada. Sir Jamas 
Craig, was a fiery autocrat. He insulted the House 
of Assembly of the lower province, encouraged the 
Legislative Council in high-handed proceedings, 
and did little to check the bitter hostility to the 
French of hla secretary, and of q clique of Eng¬ 
lishmen in government Jobs. Yet. in spite of 
this governor’s lack of tact and stubborn ad¬ 
herence io autocratic methods, the French- 
Canadians remained firm in their allegiance to 
the British cause. This happy result was dus 
partly to their distrust of Americans and partly 
to their admiration for General Brock, who tried 
to organize the militia of Quebec before he pro¬ 
ceeded to Upper Canada. 

FRENCH-CAN ADI ANN* GENEROI * 

WAR GRANTN 

Sir James Craig occupies an Important place' 
In this story, and Ralph Connor, while dealing 
faithfully with hla shortcomings, treats him fairly 
enough by blaming some of his ill-tempered and 
Impulsive actions to a fatal disease against which 
he was struggling. When he was succeeded by Sir 
Oeorge Prevost, the latter proved himeelf a diplo¬ 
mat of the first order. Sir James was bull-headed 
and irascible; Sir Oeorge was conciliatory and 
pleasant in speech and manners. He did much to 
put ths House of Assembly Into good humor, so 
much so that when war was declared the members 
passsd a Militia Bill by which every adult mala 
in ths lower province was liable to military ser¬ 
vice Thus a fores of 13.500 men was enrolled. In 
addition the Assembly was very generous whan 
compared with the Assembly of Upper Canada in 
a financial grant lot ths defence of ths country. 
With great difficulty General Brock obtained a 
money grant of £6.000 to carry on the war. By 
the Army Bills Act. the Quebec Assembly "author¬ 
ized ths Issue of 81.350.000 for war expenditure, 
guaranteeing an annual Interest of 87.500. These 
army bills, running from $25.00 upward, never for 
a day lost their face value. Indeed, they acquired 
a five per cent premium over gold. It was an 
astonishing achievement. Perhaps the most re¬ 
markable event of the whole war. and one of tha 
most remarkable events in the history of Canada. 
It at once relieved the government of anxiety for 
the financing of the war. not only In Lower, but 
in Upper Canada as well, and was a convincing 
evidence of the popularity of tha new Ooveraor 
with hit people." 

A BLACK NPQT ON PREVONT’N RECORD 

Like Sir James Craig, however Prevost had his 
dsfects. He was a diplomat and an orator, but ha 
was a poor fighter. He put off aggressive warfare 
aa long as possible Aa Ralph Connor shows in 
his narrative the Oovernor refused In spite of the 
entreaties of hla officers to back up by land Com¬ 
mander Downle’s naval attack on Plattaburg. an 
action which he himself had ordered The Ameri¬ 
cana defeated Downte. and Prevost. "without 
firing a shot, hurried his splendid army, the great¬ 
est ever marshals*) upon Canadian soil, with all 
spaed to his encampment at Chambly, followed by 
the execrations of hla officers and ths open In¬ 
sults of his soldiers, who left his command In 
hundreds without orders." 

POLTROONERY OF AMERICAN GENERALS 
The naval engagement at Plattaburg in 1114 
was the last Canadian fight of the war. but Ralph 
Connor also gives spirited accounts of the battles 
of Chateauguay and Chrystler’s Para. It the 
former battle Oeneral Hampton, commanding a 
force of 6.000 men. was defeated by Major de 
Balaberry, who had only 1.600 men Although 
Hampton lost only sixty men In the battle and 
had all hla munitions and stores Intact, he boat 
a retreat to the boundary, to the amassment and 
humiliation of hla officers and the American 
people. Wilkinson, another ■ political” general, 
who had 6.000 troops and a flotilla to take them 
down the St. Lawrence to Montreal, was Just aa 
easily discouraged when he came into conflict 
with a little army of Canadians constating of 600 
men and three field pieces. To-dey we ere apt 
to regard these beetles as mere skirmishes, but 
they ended the war 'as far as Lower Cansds was 
concerned. Ralph Connor admits that they were 
not treat battles, but he asserts that "they have 
epochal significance in that they bad a deter- 
RklRRfelM inflmRM upon the destiny of the Hath 
Apaerlcen continent. A different Issue in these 
battles might well have changed the currents of 
history" Thanks to poor leaders and almost no 
discipline, and to divided public opinion at home, 
the plucky struggle of Canadians against what 
aeemed to be overwhelming odds prevented this 
country from being forcibly annexed to the United 
States. ',. *•

cud shouts for "The Bitter Tea of Oeneral 
Yen" a year ago. you will be glad to know that 
Grace Earing Stone's new novel. “The Almond 
Tret." comes up to the standard rat by the earlier 
book. 

It is entirely different Its locale is Washing¬ 
ton instead of China, and the bettle-murdra-and- 
suddsn-death buainew of “Oenaral Yen" Is miss¬ 
ing; but the author's mature intelligence and dis¬ 
crimination are evident on every page, and her 
manner of expression la as cool ^nd polished aa 
ever. 

"The Almond Tree" studies the effect on three 
sisters of approaching old age. One tries to ignore 
It and clings to the associations of har^ girlhood 
with a pathetic abd obstinate tenacity. Another 
constructs a carefully regimented existence In 
which the disturbing Influence of deep human 
affection Is never allowed to come. The third, 
recognizing the advent of age. tries to live In 
memories of the past. 

To each, simultaneously, love comae to bring 
confus i o n and disaster. For the first It Is a re¬ 
vival of an old-time affection for a youthful 
sweetheart. For the second It Is love for a niece. 
Third finds to her dismay that she loves a naval 
officer many times her Junier. 

The careful study of these three characters 
makes the pace of this novel rather slow. Building 
her story step by step, with sure artistry. Mrs. 
Stone makes the approaching tragedy visible al¬ 
most from the beginning. We see disaster oomlng, 
and wa realize that nothing dan avert It. In the 
end we feel that we have exparienoed not a novel 
but a bit of life. *
